1. Call to Order

Dean Singer called the meeting to order at 9:10 a.m. 


Approval of Agenda 


It was moved and seconded (Bird/Byers) that Arts and Science Faculty Council 
approve the agenda as circulated.

Council approve the minutes of the meetings of May 15, 1998 and May 25, 1998 
as circulated.

Business Arising from the Minutes 


Ms. Harris, secretary to Council, reported that the Proposed Student Bill of Rights, tabled at the 
May 15", 1998 meeting of Council, has since been withdrawn by the students. They have 
withdrawn it from Senate and are rewriting the document. Ms. Harris has forwarded a copy of 
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the Notice of Motion from the May 25", 1998 meeting of Council to the Concordia Student Union 
with a copy to the secretary of Senate. 


Ms. Harris reported that Steering Committee would continue to study the motion ASFC 96-5M- 
25, which proposed a review of the composition, mandate and procedures of Council 
subcommittees. Steering Committee expected to speak further to this motion in January. 


5. Remarks from the Dean and the Vice-Deans 


Dean Singer noted that there were no students present at this third meeting of Council and 
made a ruling from the Chair - quorum at this meeting would be considered a simple majority of 
filled seats. 


Dean Singer informed Council that the meeting to be held on Friday, November 13", 1998 
would have a number of significant and interesting curriculum proposals and urged members to 
read the package before that meeting. 


Dean Singer announced that the Board of Governors had approved a University Space Plan 
which would be dealt with more fully under reports from other university bodies. 


6. Questions and Announcements 


Professor Shulman noted that he had seen Commerce's a six-page advertising supplement in 
that morning’s Globe and Mail. He asked if different Faculties had different resources to 
promote their activities and did the Faculty of Arts and Science have similar plans. 


Dean Singer responded that each Faculty had to make its own resource decisions. The 
Faculty of Arts and Science’s advertising activities would be less than that of Commerce 
as we were targeting a different market. He noted that both the Faculty of Commerce 
and Administration and the Faculty of Engineering and Computer Science have 
Communication Officers who work in complement with the Public Relations Department. 
Dean Singer informed Council that he was planning to hire a Communications Officer for 
our Faculty on an experimental and contract basis. He said that the Faculty was not 
taking maximum advantage of its activities. He noted as one example the large number 
of public lectures hosted by our departments which do not receive the external publicity 
they deserve. 


Professor Shulman asked if anything would happen immediately regarding space now that the 
Board had approved a space plan. Would there be any effect on timetables or full-time faculty 
hiring. He also asked about the rumoured proposal of a new College of Humanities to be 
located on the Loyola Campus. 


Dean Singer responded that the space plan would be discussed under the next item on 
the agenda. The dean did not anticipate any immediate changes to the timetable or 
scheduling of courses as a result of the space plan. He added that the Faculty's highest 
priority was to consolidate departments currently occupy space on two campuses, 
without a critical mass at either, onto one campus. The only principle that he and the 
Faculty are committed to is that, if at all possible, no department would be moved more 
than once. He noted that departments were attempting to place new tenure-track 
members at the campus with the larger mass of faculty to avoid isolating them. 
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7. Reports from Other University Bodies 


Board of Governors: 

Dr. Byers announced that the Board had dealt with a number of bookkeeping items. The results 
of the CFI competition had been announced. The Capital Campaign was still doing extremely 
well and it looked as if it would exceed the fifty-five million dollars target. He read the resolution 


that had been passed regarding space: 


“WHEREAS an extensive process of consultation and planning toward the 
adoption of a long term space plan for Concordia University was initiated by the 
Rector's Office in 1997; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to the discussion of development options by the Rector's 
Cabinet, the Rector's Advisory Group, the University Senate, and the Board of 
Governors and pursuant, most recently, to the presentation of a development 
proposal to the University community by means of two open meetings held on 1 
October 1998, a long-term development plan is being presented to the Board of 
Governors; 

BE IT RESOLVED 

THAT the Board of Governors approve, in principle, the long-term space plan 
outlined in Board Document BG-98-7-D59, with the provision that the proposition 
by the Loyola Alumni Association regarding the creation of a college for the study 
of the humanities and social sciences be studied and forwarded to the Board for 
consideration.” 


Professor Shulman asked in view of the fact that it was a Board recommendation for our Faculty 
to consider the creation of a new college, would the Faculty of Arts and Science receive the 
funds necessary to mount such an initiative. 


Dean Singer said that the Faculty had no such expectations. However, he noted that 
members of the Loyola Alumni Association had told the dean privately that funds could 
be raised. He assured Council that that no one could impose an academic decision on 
the Faculty. Any proposal would go to the Faculty’s Curriculum Committee and then to 
Council before going to Senate and the Board of Governors. The Provost, on behalf of 
the Board of Governors, would be writing to the Dean to ask the Faculty to consider the 
creation of a College of Humanities on the Loyola campus. 


Dr. Byers noted that there are over 1,000 psychology students enrolled in a B.A. program and 
the Faculty must provide electives for them in the humanities and social sciences. The Faculty 
had planned to offer many courses in humanities and social science to avoid having students 
travel from one campus to another. How these courses would be co-ordinated at Loyola was a 
decision that should be made later. 


School of Graduate Studies: 

Dr. Hale extended a thank you to all faculty and students who had attended the recent Graduate 
Awards Ceremony. She informed Council that the Faculty of Fine Arts Council had approved a 
motion to pass on their concern that the Capital Campaign’s goal of ten million dollars 
designated for graduate scholarships had not been reached and urged the Campaign and the 


community to make this a priority. 


Dr. Hale announced that the 1998 University Research Fellow Lectures were scheduled for 
November 12" (Dr. Suen) and November 19" (Dr. Serbin). She suggested that the Faculty 
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might announce at Dr. Serbin’s lecture the fact that the Capital Campaign is raising funds for 
graduate fellowships. 


She also noted that she had met with the Provost and Vice-Dean Roy to discuss the proposal 
that the Faculty of Arts and Science do their appraisals by sector. This proposal looked quite 
exciting and consequently there would be no unit appraisals in Arts and Science this year. 


Dr. Hale informed Council that the School of Graduate Studies’ Council would review a motion 
received from the Assembly of Graduate Program Directors at its next meeting. This motion 
asked the Council to consider that all Master and Ph.D. thesis students be required to submit a 
lay summary of their thesis. 


8. 1998 Concordia Centraide Campaign 


Dr. Harald Proppe, Co-Chair of this year’s Centraide Campaign Committee, noted that Concordia 
University has a reputation of being a caring university but the recent trend has been that fewer people 
are giving and those that do give are giving less. He noted that if every full-time employee gave $1.00 
per week, the campaign would more than reach its objective. 


Ms. Jane Ployart, a student in Applied Human Sciences and director of youth programs at the NDG 
YMCA gave a personal account of how important Centraide is to the local community. She noted that 
many Concordia students are involved in community programs which are funded by Centraide. She 
reminded Council of the great partnership existing between the community (and Centraide) and the 


university. 


Ms. Pina Greco, Co-Chair with Dr. Proppe, reiterated both Dr. Proppe and Ms. Ployart’s appeals that 
members of the Concordia community give generously and that Council members bring this message 


back to their departments.

11. Concordia University's Response to L'‘université devant l'avenir - US-98-5D; ASFC 98-5M-D 
Mme Marois’ addendum to /’université devant l’avenir dated September 28, 1998;

The two documents were distributed to Council for information only. Dr. Roy gave a brief overview 
of the original document L’université devant l'avenir. Dr. Roy informed Council that the document 
ASFC 98-5N-D is the University’s response to L’université devant l'avenir. He thanked the Provost 
for assuming the task of responding on our behalf and commended him for his thoughtful 
response. 


12. Membership of Arts and Science Faculty Council - ASFC 98-5M-E 
Dean Singer read the Notice of Motion from the meeting of September 25, 1998: 
“The Steering Committee of Faculty Council moves that the membership and voting 


privileges of Arts and Science Faculty Council be reviewed and modified to reflect the 
departmental changes that have occurred within the Faculty over the past few years.” 
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98-5M-13 It was moved and seconded (Thornton/Capobianco) that in light of 
amalgamations and closings of departments and academic units in the Faculty of 
Arts and Science, the Departments of Classics, Geology and Library Studies no 
longer have a seat on the Arts and Science Faculty Council, and the seat for 
Modern Languages and Linguistics be modified to Classics, Modern Languages 
and Linguistics.

98-5M-14 It was moved and seconded (Thornton/Scheinberg) that in light of the fact that 
the Centre for Mature Students and the Institute for Co-operative Education are 
no longer units within the Faculty of Arts and Science, the representatives from 
those units should be without voting privileges.

13. Revisions to Student Request Committee Procedures - ASFC 98-5M-F 


Dean Singer introduced Dr. James Jans, Chair of the Task Force on Academic Regulations and 
Me. Bram Freedman, Legal Counsel. Dean Singer asked that they be awarded speaking 
privileges; there were no objections. Dr. Jans and Me. Freedman introduced the document 
“Revisions to Student Request Committee Procedures” and invited input, comments or 
suggestions to the proposed revisions. They in turn would bring these comments back to the 
Task Force who would prepare a final version of Student Request Committee Procedures. The 
final version would be forwarded to the Academic Programs Committee. 


There were a number of suggestions raised. Me. Freedman and Dr. Jans took note of the 
points raised and thanked Council for their input. 


Dean Singer thanked both Me. Freedman and Dr. Jans for coming to our Council with this 
important document. He said that the Faculty would look forward to the final version. 


14, Other Business 
There were no items raised. 


15. Notices of Motion 


Dr. Thornton, on behalf of Steering Committee, read the following Notices of Motion for the 
meeting of November 13,1998: 


1. The Steering Committee of the Arts and Science Faculty Council moves: 


a) That representatives from other Faculties (Commerce and Administration, 
Engineering and Computer Science, and Fine Arts) should be non-voting 
members of the Arts and Science Faculty Council, 


b) And that the ex-officio members of Council: the Director of Libraries (or 
delegate) and Registrar (or delegate) should also be non-voting members of 
Faculty Council like the Dean of the School of Graduate Studies (or delegate), 


c) And that a seat be created for the Director of Public Relations (or delegate) and 
that this seat be ex-officio and non-voting. 
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2. The Steering Committee of the Arts and Science Faculty Council moves that the number 
of undergraduate seats on the Arts and Science Faculty Council be reduced to a number 
which is consistent with the proportion of undergraduate student seats on the other 
Faculty's Councils and on Senate. 


3. The Steering Committee of the Arts and Science Faculty Council moves that the quorum 
of the Arts and Science Faculty Council be a simple majority of the number of filled, 
voting seats on Council. 


Dr. Roy noted that the creation of a Centre for Research on Structural and Functional Genomics 
had been put forward as one of the Faculty of Arts and Science's projects in the Capital 
Campaign and had already received extensive funding (over one million dollars) with the 
promise of more. The Faculty had also made an application to the CFI for funding of this 
initiative. CFI has invited the Genomics group to apply to the next stage in the area of new 
initiatives requiring funding of more than five million dollars. It has become apparent to the 
Faculty that this group would benefit from the designation as a Centre to enhance their 
applications for further external funding. In light of this, Dr. Roy gave notice of the following 
motion to come forward for discussion at the November 13", 1998 meeting of Council: 


“| move that the Arts and Science Faculty Council approve the establishment of 
the Centre for Research on Structural and Functional Genomics.” 


16. Next Meeting of Arts and Science Faculty Council 


Dean Singer reminded Council that the next meeting would be held on Friday, 
November 13" at 9:00 a.m. in DL-200 and would deal primarily with curriculum 
proposals.
